DU20: BAI HUI 

Location: 7 eun above the posterior hairline, midway on a line 
connecting the apex of both ears, often described as in the "twirl" of the 
hair. 

Indications: Epilepsy, schizophrenia, apoplexy, headache. This is an 
alignment point that aids in positioning Taijiquan and Qigong 
practitioners.
